C. Oct. 21— A u g­ 
m enting President W ilson’s declara­ 
tion that America's foreign-born res­ 
idents must be de-hyphenated, the U. 
S. Bureau of Education today an ­ 
nounced the beginning of a vigorous 
coitntry-wlde de-hyphenating cam ­ 
paign. 
A three-part constructive program 
is being developed by 
the 
Bureau. 
with the follow ing features: 
The insuring that newly-arrived 
Immigrant children are immediately 
placed In the public schools and not 
sent into factories and mills. 
The promotion of the naturaliza­ 
tion of allen residents of the United 
States. 
The teaching of English to all for- 
etgn-born residents of this country 
w ho cannot read 
and 
apeak 
that 
language. 
The first step. that of seeing that 
newly-arrived 
immigrant 
children 
are placed in schools, is now being 
carried out through cooperation be­ 
tween the various school officials of 
the country and the Immigration of­ 
ficials at the ports of entry. 
When a group of im m igrants ar­ 
rive, the Inspectors at the port learn 
to what localities the Individual fam ­ 
ilies with children are going. 
They 
then send to the proper Behoot a u ­ 
thorities the names of the children 
they can expect. 
These officials then 
make strenuous efforts 
to 
prevent 
any invasion of the compulsory edu­ 
cation laws by getting the children 
Into schools as soon as they arrive. 
In addition, the school authori­ 
ties are also actively engaged In “ re­ 
cruiting” work among the fathers of 
these same children to induce them 
to take out naturalization papers. 
A first edition of 60,000 bright- 
colored, attractively printed posters, 
setting forth In English and the six 
principal languages the advantages 
of becoming a citizen, have been pub­ 
lished. 
The Bureau is sending tin s* 
posters to 25,000 postmasters nod 8,- 
000 school officials throughout the 
country, by whom they will be posted 
conspicuously to catch the eye of the 
unnaturalized Immigrant. 
Educational authorities 
are also 
following up this printed appeal wit Ii 
personal talks to immigrants. A ser­ 
ies of receptions is being planned at 
which both governm ent officials and 
naturalized im migrants will talk to 
these men. 
The posters sent out impress upon 
every alien who cannot 
read and 
speak English, the 
importance 
of 
learning from the standpoint of be­ 
coming a good citizen and making 
a good wage. 
They tell him to go to 
the nearest night school and register 
or to go to the postmaster or school 
official nearest him and enlist their 
ald in getting In touch with a school. 
In a letter to school superintend­ 
ents the Bureau of Education points 
out that there are 2,953,000 foreign- 
born whites IO years or over in the 
United States and no less than 2,- 
898,606, 15 years or over, generally 
beyond 
the 
compulsory 
education 
laws, who 
cannot 
speak 
English. 
Commenting upon this situation the 
letter says:

* of payment in advance that the a l l i e s liav* made In the Balkans. 
* If the principle thus established be continued Greece and Rou-

manta eventu ally w ill receive their full price of war. 
Hitherto

the bids of the allies for Greek and Roumania help have been no 
* 
more than assurances that their eountrles would be allowed to 
keep w hat they conquered. 
There have been no payments down. 
The risk has been all on the side of the Balkan people them ­ 
selves. 
This is the baste reason why the allied diplomats have failed 
so dolefully at the Balkan capitals. 
The idea has been unduly 
em phasized that the quadruple ent< lit* must inevitably win a com­ 
plete victory and whatever Balkan countries were in at the death 
would be permitted to retain their own kill. 
The offer of Cyprus 
to the A thenia government however, shows that their policy of 
defraying payment for h' lp is being abandoned. 
In effect Great 
Britain now says to Greece 'hat the quadruple entente takes the 
risks of the war and if the Greek give their help they shall have 
a large preliminary reward as well as further payment if the war 
goes well.

Although u n w tiling to a c c e p t f y p m s alone, the Greeks might 
agree to abandon their l i e u t rail ty if Cyprus were offered im m edi­ 
ate in connection w i t h i m m e d i a t e possession of Southern Albania, 
‘ The Albanian offer would Ie a sacrifice by Italy, who regards the 
ostensible independent principality as her own sphere of Influence. 
But it must he now apparent to the allies that their military posi­ 
tions are not such as to make sa critical payment for help unneces­ 
sary. 
Following the British precedent 
Russia may realize that 
Roumania too must be paid in advance for her assistance. 
If 
Petrograd comes to this belated conclusion it is probable that be­ 
fore long the czar will goffer Bessarabia to the Roumanians. 
I,el 
that be done and Roumania scarcely can resist the tem ptation to 
enter the war, with that new method of business diplomacy begin­ 
ning to break, the Balkan situation therefore may change once 
more and this time with decisive effect.
